Nets of the law were spread out over Orange county to¬ 
day for the kidnap-murderer of 10-year-old Charles Mattson. 

The trail of Fred Haynes, ex-convict wanted on 14 
burglary counts in Long Beach, and wanted for question¬ 
ing in regard to the Tacoma child stealing and murder, 
starts in Huntington Beach. 

The county oil city is his last known address. 

The trail also leads to Tustin. 

Police were spurred in their search today by a story 

told by Helen Barber, alias Eva^. 

Phillips, who was arrested a year' 
ago while enroute from Long 
Beach to Tustin, where she was 
living with Emmerson Smith, Tus¬ 
tin man now serving a life sen¬ 
tence in Folsom prison as an ha¬ 
bitual criminal. 

Both the Barber woman and 
Smith were “pals” of Haynes. 

They were arrested Dec. 27, 

1935, on burglary charges involv¬ 
ing Haynes. Several thousand 
dollars of loot was recovered by 
officers in their Tustin home. 

Cryptic Note 

A raid on Haynes’ Huntington 
Beach apartment which followed 
revealed plans he had laid for a 
kidnaping in Glendale. A note ex¬ 
horted his cronies to "go ahead 
with the deal as planned." 

Haynes has been "wanted" ever 
since the arrest of the Tustin pair. 

Police * say both Smith and the 
woman told them at that time that 
Haynes was planning to kidnap 
the son of a Glendale doctor. 

It was this information, repeated 
by the woman, which sent police 
hot on Haynes’ trail, sent investi¬ 
gators to Folsom to quiz Smith 
about Haynes, and sent federal in¬ 
vestigators into Orange county in 
an effort to trace the movements 
of Haynes. 

Sus|)ect Vanishes 

When released from Folsom 
prison on parole in 1934, Haynes 
left instructions for his mail to be 
forwarded to Seattle, where he has 
relatives, but it was never called 
for. He came instead to Orange 
county. 

When Smith and Helen Barber 
were arrested Haynes disap- 


Directors of the Orange County 
Water district turned eyes filled 
with keen interest toward the 
Colorado river as a new source of 
water today. 

They did this after abandoning 
any hope that reclamation of sew¬ 
age water would offer even a par¬ 
tial solution of the problem of se¬ 
curing more water for irrigating 
county farm lands.

Court Rules Law Valid 
By C o n stitu tio n's 
'Welfare' Clause

BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (iPi -Fed¬ 
eral District Judge David J. Davis 
lieid the federal social security act 
constitutional today and dismissed 
two suits asking injunctions to 
prevent collections of taxes levied 
under it. 

More tlian 200 A' ’ sma firms 
were petitioners in the suits. They 
pleaded "double payment" because 
the deputy collector of internal 
revenue here refused to credit 
them with payments made under 
the Alabama society security act, 
cc'inpanion of the federal measure, 
and attacked validity of the fed¬ 
eral law. 

The state act was hehl invalid 
by a three-judge fe.iei-'. court at 
Montgc nery '-cently. ’ When the 
state appealed, the funds collected 
under the law were ordered held 
under court guardianship pending 
final adjudication. 

Judge Davis, in his written de¬ 
cision. held the federal act valid 
under the “general welfare” clause 
of the constitution. 

Forney Johnston, one of the at¬ 
torneys for the petitioners, said I 
the fiase would be appealed to the 
circuit court at New Orleans.

The 1934 dispute, which cost a 
dozen lives in disorders at various 
ports, ran 83 days, but its paralyz¬ 
ing effect on commerce did not be¬ 
come general until near the end. 

In the present conflict, marked 
by almost complete absence of vio¬ 
lence. commerce was stifled from 
the start. Its cost has been esti¬ 
mated by business men to total 
more than a half billion dollars, 
double the loss of the previous

WASHINGTON. — Some 
Democrats joined Republicans to¬ 
day in opposing portions of the 
Roosevelt program for government 
reorganization, amid efforts of ad¬ 
ministration leaders to agree on 
the best methods of ass\iring 
enactment. 

Although few took exception to 
the president’s request for six 
more assistants, arguments cen¬ 
tered on these major points: 

1. Should the executive be em¬ 
powered to consolidate the 100 in¬ 
dependent agencies, especially 
those with quasi-judicial functions 
like the interstate commerce com¬ 
mission, into the regular cabinet 
departments? 

Caucus Planned 

2. Should congre.ss go be.yond 
the recommendations and econo¬ 
mize by hundreds of millions? The 
president estimated a $.'10,000,000 
saving. 

.3. Should the comptroller gen¬ 
eral's office be stripped of much 
authority, as proposed ? 

4. Should the civil service .setup, 
if revi.sed, be based solely on com¬ 
petitive examinations? 

The Republican leadership in 
senate and house made plans to 
caucus, once the administration 
will is introduced, in an attempt 
to unite the onnosition. 

Hof Potatoes 

Senators Vandenberg (R.. Mich.) 
and Bridges (R., N. H.), both mem- 
tioned as possibilities for the pres¬ 
idential nomination in 1940, indi¬ 
cated determination to w'ar against 
much of the Roo.sevelt plan. 

Most .supporters of the president 
left the talking to the opoosition, 
pending decision on procedure.

A report published exclusively 
in The Journal Tuesday regarding 
damage to Orange county citrus 
fruits from the freeze were con¬ 
firmed today by the California 
Fruit Growers exchange. 

General Manager Paul S. Arm¬ 
strong reported that the indica¬ 
tion is that actual loss by reduc¬ 
tion in shipments, not taking into 
account the lowering of grade of 
merchantable fruit, will range be¬ 
tween 15 and 25 per cent for all 
varieties. 

The state department of agri¬ 
culture is making every effort to 
police the situation in such a way 
that frosted fruit will not be 
placed on the market, which he 
said would lower returns for the 
crop and injure California's repu¬ 
tation, Armstrong said. 

To Cut Samples 

In the meamtime it was learned 
that sample oranges will be cut 
next Monday. Samples will be 
held until Monday from cars of 
fruit about which there can be any 
doubt and the cars aliowed to go 
forward at the risk of the shipper. 
At the end of five days, should 
the samples show that the fruit 
will not meet the requirements of 
the law, then steps will be taken 
to prosecute. After Jan. 18 regular 
tests will apply.

It’s all over except the digging. 
Contracts for construction of the 
enlarged and extended Newport 
harbor district sewer system, made 
necessary by the home building 
boom on the shores of this Pacific 
pleasure port, were ready for sig¬ 
nature today by officials of the 
Drainage Construction company, 
Bucce.ssful bidder for the $350,000 
job. Work will begin before Feb. 1. 

Formal award of the contract 
was made by the Newport city 
council last night on receipt b.y 
City Engineer R. L. Patterson of 
WPA approval of the project. City 
Attorney Roland Thompson was 
called upon to check legal phases 
of the contracts before signature. 

Men and material on the ground 
before the end of this month were 
assured by the nature of the con¬ 
tract and the reputation of the 
company involved, it was agreed. 
First activity, Patterson said, 
would be building of a road from 
the highway to the site of the 
sewage disposal plant, designed by 
Currie Engineering company of 
San Bernardino, at the west end 
of Newport.

Mauerhan said he will seek to 
have the crew of 14 WPA workers 
now engaged on the project dou¬ 
bled in the near future, to expe¬ 
dite the work. He reported he has 
expended the last $1000 voted for 
the work, and needed more funds 
for continuance. 

Suggestion was made that a 
weir of permanent nature be 
placed in the river to facilitate 
spreading and sinking of water, 
but action on this proposal was 
deferred until engineering aspects 
of the. situation are investigated. 

, Water Not Gauged 

Mauerhan said it is impossible 
to tell how much water has flowed 
down the river since the recent 
rains, because the water is flowing 
along the south bank where it does 
not come in contact with the gov¬ 
ernment measuring gauge.

Half of the charm of Lhe girl in 
her teen-to-twenties is a clear, 
healthy complexion. But unfor¬ 
tunately, this is also the age when 
important glands are developing 
and she is more susceptible to skin 
ailments than at any other time. 

One thing that must be serious¬ 
ly guarded against is acne. Few 
parents know the causes of this 
ugly infection, and mothers often 
make the mistake of urging, 
"Don’t touch it and it will heal it¬ 
self.’’ But acne, if neglected, may 
have some serious consequences, 
both physical and psychological. 

Acne is commonly associated 
with oily skin and clogged pores. 
The pimples usually appear on the 
face and back. At the first sign 
of these blemishes, the child should 
be taken in hand and given all the 
help possible to clear up the condi¬ 
tion. The body should be kept very 
clean, internally and externally. 

If it is possible take her (or 
him) to the doctor and have him 
recommend the proper diet—one 
that includes a plentiful supply of 
the vitamins and minerals that 
are essential to normal growth 
and resistance to diseases. Yeast 
or a food that is similar in action 
may be recommended. Rich foods 
and sweets are nearly always 
eliminated from the diet of the 
young person who shows signs of 
acne. 

In addition, daily local treat¬ 
ments are necessary. The face 
should be washed thoroughly three 
or four times a day with warm 
soapy water that will remove ev¬ 
ery trace of dirt or make-up. Then 
a towel wrung almost dry from 
hot water and shaken gently to 
open and cool it to a comfortable 
temperature should be laid over 
the face to relax the pores. 

Take up a small portion of 
creamed rubbing alcohol on the 
tips of tile fingers and pat with a 
gently upward motion over the 
face and other infected areas. 

Creamed alcohol is easier to use 
and will not irritate the already 
sensitive skin, since it contains in¬ 
gredients that sooth and soften as 
well as tone skin tissues. 

Avoid oily creams or lotions 
since they further clog the pores 
and cause more blackheads, infec¬ 
tion and finally painful inflamma¬ 
tion. It is a good step to stop us¬ 
ing make-up if possible while the 
acne is healing.

Cau.ses of burn.s are becoming 
more numerous. Natural and arti¬ 
ficial gas used for cooking and 
heating, gasoline, more and more 
caustic alkalies and acids all sup¬ 
ply burns as well as the almost 
universal use of electricity and 
electrical appliance.s. 

Many serious burns result from 
automobile accidents. Fire often 
follows the spilling of gasoline 
over a red-hot engine or results 
from ignition sparks. Contact with 
hot metal parts causes many deep 
bums. 

Just a few weeks ago dreadful 
burns were suffered by some col¬ 
lege football men while using gaso¬ 
line to remove adhesive tape in a 
room containing an open fire, I 
judge the seriousness of this was 
cau.sed by the breathing in of the 
flames. The time of exposure was 
probably short, as they were active 
young men, but if some of the 
flame was drawn into the throat 
and windpipe, the swelling of the 
tis.sues might cau.se death from 
suffocation. 

Leaking ga;, pipes are often the 
cau.se of a flash of fire that burns 
the throat, with this result. Chil¬ 
dren burning leaves and rubbish 
sometimes approach too close, and 
their clothes ignite. In their fright 
they run and scream, thus fanning 
the flames and increasing the in¬ 
jury. 

The first re.sult of an extensive 
burn, even if only of the first 
degree, is extreme pain followed 
by shock. This may be so pro¬ 
found that the patient .suffers no 
pain, just a feeling of intense cold 
and thinst. 

The skin i.s cold and clammy, 
the pul.se weak and the face drawn 
and white If this is not overcome 
in a short time the results are 
serious. 

The treatment of .shock is stim¬ 
ulation, by warm drinks, aromatic 
spirits, whisky, warm blankets, 
and morphine to control pain. As 
shock pa.sses, fever commences, 
partly due to pain or possibly to 
irritation of the heat center in the 
brain. If the burned surface is 
promptly and thoroughly covered 
.so that the nerve ends are not ex¬ 
posed to the air, and there is no 
infection, the fever subsides in a 
few days.

Here is a tasty dish imported 
from Russia that will do a lot to 
dress up an ordinary vegetable, 
and will certainly flavor an ordi¬ 
nary dinner. 

Stuffed Cabbage 

Select a firm, good-looking head 
of green cabbage and parboil in 
salted water to cover completely 
for 10 minutes. Drain, fold back 
the outer leaves without breaking 
them, then hollow out about 4 cups 
of the center cabbage leaves. Make 
a filling as follows: Simmer but 
do not brow-n U cup minced onion 
in 4 tablespoons shortening. Add 
1 pound chopped beef and toss un¬ 
til it is brown. Then stir in 1 cup 
cooked rice, a handful of seeded 
raisins, 1 teaspoon or more of chili 
powder and salt to taste. Fill the 
hollow of the cabbage with this 
mixture, turn the leaves back into 
shape and tie the cabbage in clean 
cheesecloth. Cook in boiling water 
to cover for IV 2 hours. This makes 
6 generous servings. 

The left-over cabbage may he 
served creamed, au gratin or com¬ 
bined in layers with tomatoes, 
sprinkled with crumbs and grated 
cheese and baked in a hot oven 
until thoroughly hot and golden 
brown on top.

N. f/Pi The Brook¬ 
ings institution told the senates 
government reorganization com¬ 
mittee today that .S30.161,000 
could be saved annually through 
con.solidation of ‘ deral money- 
lending agencies. 

The report attracted immediate 
attention at the capitol in view 
of President Roosevelt’s estimate 
that yearly savings under his en¬ 
tire regrouping program would ap¬ 
proximate only $30,000,000, unless 
congress should abandon many 
functions. 

The institution, a private or¬ 
ganization for economic research, 
submitted the report—first of a 
group covering the whole govern¬ 
ment—to Chairman Byrd (D.. Va.)

A friend of mine who has been 
in the harness for 40 years, is con¬ 
sidering retirement.

You might think that his is an 
easy decision to make, and a per¬ 
fect prospect.

the secret of life, you may learn the power of 
prayer, the wisdom of silence, and a gratitude 
for living, all of which constitute a wealth 
which no king has yet surpassed. 

Written like this it seems a simple matter, 
but really it is not, since it all Involves a study 
and a mastery of the science of living. Going

P erhaps it is the Goddess of Liberty, and 
perhaps it is the symbol of Justice, we see 
In this picture. Sitting nobly with ledger in arm 
on a mass of baled cotton, jewels, a sword un¬ 
sheathed, and gold coins. In the distance, as 
though doubtful as to whether it should unfurl 
to the breeze, is the American flag. The ques¬ 
tion arises in the minds of many of us as to 
whether or not this Goddess is blind—also are 
we tempted to wonder at the book she holds in 
her arm. It must be, if this record is true, that 
it holds a history of men of courage, rather 
than an auditor's account of the wealth of the 
nations. 

The wealth of a nation is men—not things. 
And if these men have not courage and honour 
and nobility then we are indeed a poor nation, 
though our treasury be bulging with gold and 
silver. Though our banks’ statements command 
the attention of the entire world and oifb fields 
await a rich harvest. 

The will to succeed, the determination to do 
right, and the capacity to love are the qualities 
which will make this nation (or indeed any 
nation) a leader in world affairs. The United 
States today is greatly in need of the dauntless 
heroism of our Lincolns, and Washingtons—men 
who were fearless enough to stand for that 
which they thought right—men who dared defy 
public opinion in order that the weaker ones of 
the country might be protected by laws insur¬ 
ing their right to happiness. They were com¬ 
pletely selfless in their enactment of public 
offices, completely selfless, also, in their fight 
for the freedom of thought which gives every 
man a right to his own opinions. 

Lincoln lost his life in this attempt which 
reminds me of a modern slang expression "They 
shot men like Lincoln and let fools live". It is 
more than a phrase for the reason that, unfor¬ 
tunately, we have been given to destroying the 
nobler expressions and preserving material pos¬ 
sessions. That a man’s importance and his 
standing in a community should be Judged by 
his material wealth Is a situation which has 
brought about the chaos and confusion of the 
day. Perhaps this chaos and confusion is a 
reflection of mass selfishness—a reflection of 
men who have pawned their souls for wealth. 
If we were more concerned with the building 
of schools and hospitals and libraries than we 
are with the acquisition of money we would 
find the youth of the nation with higher stan¬ 
dards of living, finer morals, a greater capacity 
for affection, healthier minds and bodies. 

Material wealth means much, but material 
wealth will never take the place of men—at 
least of men with brains! It is /or more impor¬ 
tant to have intelligence than money! WITH 
INTELLIGENCE YOU CAN GET MONEY— 
but no amount of money will give you intelli¬ 
gence if you don’t have it. 

Material wealth makes possible the building 
of great bridges, the accomplishment of great

only the prow, propellers, and hulls of ships. 
Scientists, navigators, men of intuition and the 
world at large agreed that San Francisco Bay, 
to which I refer, could never be bridged. 

It was the one thing that could not be done. 
But a few mornings ago I drove across this 
bridge four times. The first because of necessity, 
the second time on the way back to my office, 
and then because I had been told of so many 
personal problems in the newspaper world that 
could not be solved I turned aroiind and drove 
twice again across this bridge. 

Oddly enough my problems were minimized 
when I look at this massive structure and real¬ 
ized that another step forward had been taken.

Once old Emperor Norton, back in the eigh¬ 
teen hundreds, ordered the bay area bridged. 
The eccentric old gentleman thought of himself 
as a king, although in truth he was a com¬ 
moner. He also thought himself the Protector 
of Mexico and the world thought he was crazy 
—crazy like a fox! 

Perhaps some of the rest of us are crazy 
when we see beyond the mundane things of the 
everyday world and perhaps we are not. For 
my part I accept the challenge of this bridge 
and I refuse to be frightened by the vicissitudes 
of existence In this universe of turmoil and 
chaos. No doubt every human being in the 
world has problems. Few seem able to .solve 
their difficulties with calm and cool deliberation.

and this in turn involves a universe of learning. 
These fundamental figures, incidentally, are 
synonymous 'with honesty, integrity, sincerity, 
affection, and high morals. 

By morals I do not mean the coldness of the 
Puritans but an observance of the laws of doing 
the thing which one knows to be right. Actu¬ 
ally man can make of himself what he will, but 
first he must find the will to do and to achieve. 

W E OFTEN forget, in the piled-up problems 
of the moment, that each one of us has 
a heritage to which wc may look for inspira¬ 
tion. A heritage of earnest accomplishment lies 
behind us- if we do not neglect the lessons of 
those men and women who went before. We 
often feel that perhaps it is ourselves who are 
pioneers in a new and difficult world; but our 
ancestors faced unsolved problems and over¬ 
came them. No matter how humble your station 
in life at this instant, if you trace your name 
back a few generations, you'll probably find 
outstanding forebears, individuals related— 
closely or distantly to you and your family, 
who “made the grade,” who faced defeat and 
rose to victory. 

Take an hour of your life, visit the nearest 
library, and open a comprehensive geanology 
to the pages listing members of your own clan. 
Somewhere among them- whether Jones, or 
Smith, or Trcvilllan--you’ll find an ancestor 
who in his day was Illustrious. Some people 
feel the need of being “connected" with the 
famous; if you’re one of these, look up ances¬ 
tors! You’ll find them. It may supply the added 
“push” you require to leap the next hurdle . . 
you can say truthfully, “I’m the great-great- 
great-grandson of so-and-so. Of course, I can 
make good!” (You may. In your search, come 
across hangmen, thieves and pirates . . . but 
even pirates take on respectability with time!) 

Our Goddess of Liberty does stand for some¬ 
thing. Freedom is not dead, nor dying . . . unless 
we permit its demise. America has a tradition 
which Americans so easily overlook, a tradition 
for courage, the overcoming of difficult situa¬ 
tions, economic stress. Let’s stop a moment. Con¬ 
sider your own heritage, and that of the land 
tn which you live. Let’s live up to It . . . for it 
can be done! 


T here is no sea of turmoil, no muddy waters 
of gi’ief, nor channels of dispalr that can not 
be bridged by dauntless faith and the courage 
to carry on. This is not a cliche, nor is It trite, 
but It is a fact which the commercial world 
brings to our attention every day of every year. 
Great men are great because they have the 
ability to see the.se bridges in their minds com¬ 
plete, while others doubt even the possibility 
of their realization. If we would take our prob¬ 
lems as the first engineers took the problem 
of bridging the bay and attacked the difficulty 
with forethought and sincerity and the afore¬ 
mentioned courage we would find the very effort 
of solving them a diversion which robs our 
minds of the panic induced by fear. 

For Instance: there was the problem of the 
depth of the water, the width of the bay, and 
the curve of the channel. So the engineers 
sounded the depth and proceeded with care and 
caution, calling to the aid other men versed in 
the difficulties of such matters. 

Suppose you attacked your problems in this 
way. Let us imagine that your immediate ob¬ 
jective is more money, better living conditions, 
and more friends (actually these are the major 
problems of existence). Then the thing to do 
first would be to sit quietly as these engineers 
must have and sound the depths of your mind 
in order to ascertain what you are most suited 
for and can do the best. It may be that with 
your accomplishments goes a disposition not 
welcome to the public or an indolence which 
could be overcome. In short, it may be a thou¬ 
sand things known to others but not to your¬ 
self. And a professional advisor, if called in, 
could hold the mirror up to the light so that 
you would see your flaws and be able to correct 
them.

IN DEFENSE OF MAGICIANS 


By Whit Wellma 


M odern magicians are practical fellows, 
working with the known and unknown 
properties of chemicals, electricity — turning 
base metals into gold (expensively!) and har¬ 
nessing wave lengths for political gesturings. 
No one scorns them, because their Inventions 
bring profits and various benefits which you 
can see and touch. The trouble with today’s 
magicians is lack of mystery. 

The Phildsopheris Stone has yet to be dis¬ 
covered, yet much of present-day chemistry is 
based on ancient experiments of magicians im¬ 
prisoned, tortured—executed for their theories. 

Cagliostro, one of the greatest occult figures 
of his generation, attempted to transmute lead 
into gold; he had a prescription for eternal 
youth — guaranteed to prolong life for 5000 
years. Converts saw his converted gold, but 
could not perform the proper rites so suecess- 
fully; they practiced his youth prescription, but 
since It demanded purity of action and thought, 
they died at the usual age. The magician was, 
at different times, a saint and a faker. Today, 
several years of rejuvination can be bought 
from Stelnach; the universities have manufac¬ 
tured gold. Carlyle’s "Prince of Quacks” left 
ideas now turned to practical use. Thomas Car¬ 
lyle was a sharp-penned, bitter man, and men 
he didn’t like were scoundrels and rascals, char¬ 
latans and impostors. But no magician could 
be as dishonest as Cagliostro was painted. 

His chief Interest was the introduction of 
Egyptian Masonry to Europe, and hero his 
imagination ran riot. Seances for initiation took 
place at midnight. An old French manuscript 
tells of special initiations for women: 

li^^N ENTERING the first apartment, the 
ladies assumed a white garment with a 
girdle of various colours. They were divided into 
six groups, distinguished by the tint of their 
cinctures. A. large veil was provided, and they 
entered a temple lighted from the roof, fur¬ 
nished with chairs covered with black satin. 
Lorenza (Cagliostro’s wife), clothed in white, 
was seated on a throne. Lights were lowered 
until objects could scarcely be distinguished. 
Two young women entered, sword in hand, and 
with silk ropes bound' all the ladies together. 
An oration was pronounced, which preached 
the emancipation of womankind from the bonds 
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imposed by the lords of creation.”—Perhaps the 
first demand for women’s rights! 

From the great room they were taken to 
different apartments, “where they had the most 
unheard-of experiences. Some encountered ad¬ 
mirers who sighed in languishing postures at 
their feet. More than one discovered the coun¬ 
terpart of her own love.” But the high spirit 
of independence triumphed, and they at last 
re-entered the twilight of the vaulted temple 
to receive congratulations. 

The great Cagliostro spoke to them: “You 
are now my daughters. Of magic you will hear 
slander, but our magical art is the secret to 
doing good to humanity ... an initiation into 
the mysteries of Nature . . . power to make 
use of occult forces.” After which speech, the 
magician seated himself upon “a sphere of gold 
and was borne away through the roof.” It was 
all good theatrical' mysticism. In which Cagli¬ 
ostro revelled. Like the most successful cults, 
he was stirring, not their intelligence, but their 
imagination. 

C AGLIOSTRO’S Strength became a weak¬ 
ness, and he made the mistake of founding 
a iodge in Italy. The Inquisition had no use for 
his rituals and teachings. For 18 months be was 
examined, and as his guilt was a foregone con¬ 
clusion, ho one was surprised when he was sen¬ 
tenced to death on a bright April day 
Powerful friends reached the ears of the judges, 
and the magician’s doom was commuted to life 
imprisonment in the Castle of Saint Angelo. 
Later he was taken to the Castle of San Leo, 
where the galleries were cut from solid rock, 
divided into cells; cisterns had been opened for 
dungeons. In one of these cells he survived for 
three years, without movement, air, or sound 
of human voice. 

His recipe for youth and beauty was willed 
to his disciples; ". . . The patient retires to the 
country in the month of May, and during 40 
days Is to live according to austere rules, eat¬ 
ing little, making use of no other drink than 
distilled water or rain. On the 17th day, drops 
of his own blood must be taken, six at night and 
six in the morning. A grain of panacea is to 
be taken, when the candidate loses speech for 
three days. On the 40th day he leaves his room 
a new man, and is enabled to live 5557 years, or 
to such time as he may desire to join the world 
of spirits. . .

report that he takes his walks, takes Interest In 
life and in whatever happens. 

A well-known physician laughed when I spoke 
about the Steinach operation to him. What 
could that accomplish? He simply would 
not believe it could do anything. As a dare he 
brought to my office an old man from whom no 
information of any kind could be obtained, not 
even his age, but who must have been about 
seventy-five years old. This man was listless to 
such a degree that he would remain indefinitely 
wherever he was placed. Extremely docile in every 
respect, he meekly submitted to any exami¬ 
nation and manipulation; the Steinbach opera¬ 
tion was performed and then he was taken home. 
For weeks I heard only Jokes about the patent, 
but five months later he was helping in a cigar 
store, then left for his native country. And a 
Steinach operation was soon after done up on 
the scoffing physician himself. 

I N 1920 Steinach was kind enough to send me a 
cdiiy of his book on rejuvenation (Berlin, 1920, 
Julius Springer). I called on Steinach in Vienna 
in the same year. It was a dreary, rainy April. 
Steinach occupied a very spacious and elegantly 
furnished house, but like all other places in 
Vienna, it was uncomfortably cold. Steinach was 
dressed in heavy winter clothes and urged me 
not to take off my overcoat. He didn’t have to 
tell me that he had no wood nor coal to heat his 
house, because in the old aristocratic Hotel 
Klomser I was freezing every morning. The 
hotel-keeper refused to make a fire in my room 
because the city ordinance prohibited the wast¬ 
ing of wood and coal; they had to be saved for 
industrial purposes. 

The Austrian government had no money to 
spend on laboratories, therefore, Steinach’s fa¬ 
mous laboratory was closed. But the old man’s 
courage was not daunted and he resumed his ex¬ 
periments in his own home. 

Steinach’s experiments were first made on 
rats. Senile rats, on whom the operation was 
performed, showed renewed vitality, moved 
around full of excitement and were attracted by 
their female mates, and they were able to pro¬ 
create. Their fur, which had become brittle and 
shabby looking, became again smooth and glossy, 
and their appearance improved in every respect. 

In consequence, with the unforgetable kind¬ 
ness and eagerness to teach, Steinach showed 
me all his important experiments and demon¬ 
strated his operation on various cases at the 
Auersberg Sanitarium. 

Though some medical authorities in Vienna 
did not seem to agree with him, I decided at once 
to go home and use the Steinach method on all 
suitable cases. 

Unfortunately the masses of the people cannot, 
under the present conditions, avail themselves 
of the benefits of the Steinach operation and not 
even of other organotherapeutic remedies for 
reactivation. The costs, in spite of all altruistic 
endeavors of some physicians, are too high.

A BUSINESS woman, 52 years of age, be¬ 
came listless, easily tired, forgetful, losing 
interest in her business, in her social life. Her 
skin became muddy looking, her neck scrawny 
and wrinkled. After a six months’ treatment, she 
took up horseback riding, took a renewed in¬ 
terest in her business, frequented her old friends, 
and contracted a suitable marriage about 14 
months afterwards. 

Her skin had cleared up and improved in every 
respect; the wrinkles disappeared; her eyes re¬ 
gained their brilliancy; and she easily looked 15 
years younger than when she came under treat¬ 
ment. 

The reactivation treatment for women is quite 
different from that for men; anatomical differ¬ 
ences are such that no operation is indicated. 

A banker, 56 years old, married, underwent a 
Steinach operation 12 years ago; he is still active 
in his bank, is very happy with his wife, and 
lost all traces of psoriasis that plagued him from 
his early youth. , 

It would be tedious to go into the details of 
the large number of reactivation treatments.

Optimism, hedged In by cautious 
conservatism, has done well by many. If every¬ 
body were an optimist, there would be no more 
wars, no one would beg^rudge his fellow man a 
few cheerful moments, nor to any old man his 
Indian Summer.

In Modern Way — No Closets

C HARMING, courteous chil¬ 
dren are only the product of 
a home where charming, courte¬ 
ous people live. Children are no¬ 
torious little mimics, and what 
they observe in their parents they 
are most likely to imitate. 

Children whose manners are 
neglected are bound to suffer 
when they arc ready to enter the 
world of men and women. The 
sensible mother secs to it that her 
children acquire good manners 
early in life, for it is then that 
they learn easily and unconscious¬ 
ly. As soon as the child is old 
enough to understand, ho must 
learn discipline. Fven the tiniest 
babe can learn that there are per¬ 
sona who must be obeyed. It is 
easy and often more comfortable 
to give in to a fit of crying— 
merely to have peace—but it is 
going to be twice as hard later 
when that same fit of crying is 
repeated.

If it is not 
possible to put the small offender 
in a room alone, then the next 
best thing is forcing him to sit in 
a chair, with nothing to amuse 
him. 

With my own small son, I have 
found that he understands that 
the living-room and dining-room 
and porches are “community 
rooms" and in them he must not 
act in any way that will offend 
the other members of the family. 
If he feels that he must yell, or 
play noisy games, then he goes 
to his own room, or outside if it 
is possible. I And it an excellent 
remedy for most misbehavior, for 
he has learned at the age of four 
that he goes to no one's room 
without an invitation- and no one 
comes to his without one.

A Hot Lamb Luncheon Will Always Win Approval Of Guests 


Serve Chops Piping Hot As Soon As 
Taken From Oven — Heat Dinner Plates;

L amb chops are really favor¬ 
ites with everyone, but cer¬ 
tainly so when planning a lunch¬ 
eon. A service such as the one 
shown at right, with deliciously 
broiled lamb chops, French fried 
potatoes, buttered peas and toma¬ 
to and cottage cheese salad, 
would surely win for the hostess 
the approval of any group. 

The lamb chops are cut from 
the rib and then frenched that 
is, the meat is cut from the end 
of the rib bones. They are cooked 
by broiling. The broiling oven is 
thoroughly preheated first, then 
the choi)S are placed on the rack, 
far enough from the flame or 
heating element that by the time 
they are nicely browned on one 
side, they will be about half done. 
This means that if the heat is 
turned to “high,” there should be 
a distance of about three inches 
between the chops and the .source 
of heat. When nicely browned, 
the chops are seasoned with salt 
and pepper, turned and allowed

to brown on the second side and 
finish cooking. To serve paper 
frills are slipped over the ends of 
rib bones to add a note of decora¬ 
tion. 

Lamb always should be served 
piping hot, or if you wish, cold 
but never lukewarm. So it is a 
good idea to warm the luncheon 
plates before .serving the food. 
Also, the service should be as 
quick as possible after the chops 
are removed from the oven in or¬ 
der to be sure that the chops will 
be hot. Never keep broiled lamb 
chops waiting if you would have 
them at their best.

Joe's drive, although perfectly straight down 
the fairway, was so buried in the mud that the 
ordinary player would have given up all hope 
of playing it out. But Kirkwood was different. 

Among the tricks at his command is the un¬ 
canny knowledge of what to do in sand, mud, 
rocks or any peculiar lie that is difficult. The 
ball was 160 yards from the green—and, to those 
who are not familiar with the game of golf, that 
is a long, long way under the circumstarjc:es— 
so Joe selected his four iron. He took his .stance, 
and to the utter amazement of the gallery, 
lashed that ball out of the mud to within two 
feet of the pin. It was probably the greatest shot 
out of a muddy lie that has ever been played 
in a tournament. It was a shot only Kirkwood 
could make, and you know Joe has a monument 
erected in memory of one of his trick shots in 
the Texas Open. 

Well, Joe went up on the green to knock in 
that two-foot putt. The gallery was still dizzy 
from seeing the unbelievable shot he had just 
played. Kirkwood determined the line, stepped 
up to the ball carefully, and missed the two- 
footer. 

That proves all golfers are human! 

T ommy armour once missed a 12-inch putt 
and two one-half-inch putts on the same 
green. It was in the Canadian Open, too, and 
the misplay cost him the title. How could he 
do it? It was this way: the 12-inch putt seemed 
so simple that he walked up and attempted to 
slap the ball in without taking the proper care. 
The ball hit the cup and jumped out. The star¬ 
tled and chagrined Armour, without thinking, 
angrily slapped at the ball with the back of 
his putter; again it hit the back of the cup and 
jumped out. Quick as a flash he reached after 
it, almost in the same motion, gave it a knock, 
and the ball ran around the edge of the cup. 
Three strokes—and a championship - gone as 
quickly as you could say Jack Robinson! 

That was hard to take, because Tommy was 
then a young man, not long over from Scotland, 
and he was still gunning for his first big cham¬ 
pionship. Later on he won both the British and 
American Opens. He is a real championship 
golfer. 

In the professional championship of Northern 
California there was a play made in the final 
match which gave a hole-in-one to one of the 
players who didn't make it himself. 

The finalists in this tournament, the 1929 
championship, were Benny Coltrin of Sequoyah 
and Harold Sampson of Burlingame. 

Both players were .shooting beautiful golf; 
Coltrin’s scores for the 36 holes were 67 and 69, 
while Sampson's were 72 and 68. On the second 
hole, Sampson’s iron shot sailed to within three 
or four inches of the pin. Coltrin's wa.s in a trap 
to the right of the green. As Sampson was cer¬ 
tain of a birdie two on this par three hole, there 
was nothing left for Coltrin to do hut to try to 
sink his shot out of the trap. 

Coltrin’s shot was a beauty. The ball hit 
short of the pin, knocked Sampson's ball into 
the hole, and hung on the lip of the cup, almost 
but not quite falling in for a two. 

Under the rules of golf, Sampson's score on 
the hole was a one—yet it was another player 
who put the ball into the cup! 


Sho Is Gittin’ Bad ’Round Here 
When Varmints Won’t Let Us Be

I T MAY not sound quite right to you, but one 
of the greatest rounds of golf that’s ever 
been shot was a 77. 

Captain Gerald Lowry shot it; and Captain 
Gerald Lowry is blind. 

He plays most of his golf on the Kensington 
Country Club course, near London, with Russell 
Kelly, the club professional. Kelly is Lowry’s 
eyes, in a golfing sense. He judges the distance 
to the hole, sets the club behind the ball for the 
British captain, and sees that Lowry is swinging 
towards the hole. Lowry does the rest. 

He plays very steady golf, occasionally bring¬ 
ing off shots that are brilliant. This is partly 
because his blindness doesn't interfere with his 
swing—it frees it. He never sees any bunkers 
or water hazards, and consequently never tight¬ 
ens up trying to avoid them. Then, too, he has 
no tendency to look up. Both of these facts are 
important in making a good golf swing, as Ar¬ 
thur Clarkson, a Southern California profes¬ 
sional, once proved by a series of experiments 
he made while swinging a club blindfolded. 
Clarkson found he got better distance and di¬ 
rection blindfdided than he did with his eyes 
open! 

Captain Lowry lost his sight in the World 
War. He was the first British officer to be 
wounded. Apparently the disaster was of a kind 
to put an end to Captain Lowry's golfing—he had 
played a little before the war—but Lowry was 
not the kind of man to be discouraged, and he 
shoots better golf now than he ever did. 

There have been some blind golfers in 
America. One of the best of them was Don 
Morgan, a former student at Cornell. Don had 
a system of putting that was all his own. He 
would stand on the green while the caddy rat¬ 
tled the pin In the cup. Occasionally he had to 
ask about the side roll, although he could often 
feel that under his feet. Don once gave an ex¬ 
hibition in which he sank eight out of ten ten- 
foot putts. Inasmuch as none of the players In 
the gallery could do as well, for a month or two 
afterwards it was a local joke to have the caddy 
rattle the pin in the cup before his player 
putted. 

Y OU have heard about a player seriously 
wounded in the war coming back to be a 
fine golfer, but did you ever hear about the great 
British international golf star who was prevent¬ 
ed from playing in the finals of a big Florida 
tournament when an American shot him ? 

This man was T. Philip Perkins. He was good, 
too. In 1928 he won the British Amateur cham¬ 
pionship and came over to this country to try 
his luck in the American championship. He went 
to the finals, only to fall before the great golf 
of Bobby Jones, who was then in one of bis 
unbeatable moods. 

Philip went down to Miami, where he easily 


went to the finals of the Dixie Amateur Cham¬ 
pionship, and was a great favorite to win over 
Tommy Goodwin of New York. The night before 
the final match, Philip sought a little relaxation 
in a Miami night spot, the Embassy Club. An¬ 
other fellow was there that night who came on 
serious business. He whipped out a gun and 
tried to force the cashier of the I'mbassy Club 
to hand over the money. The robbery was un¬ 
successful, but poor Perkins stopped a flying 
bullet which put him out of the touinament. He 
couldn’t play golf tor several weeks afterwards. 
He never' has shown the form since that he 
promised in those days. However, the incident 
didn’t frighten him away, for he turned profes¬ 
sional and settled down in the United States. 

People have been bumped on the head by flying 
golf balls—Bobby Jones once knocked a specta¬ 
tor unconscious with a shot that was off line, 
and Wilfrid Reid shook himself right out of a 
National Open title with nervous jit'LCis that re¬ 
sulted from hitting a man on the head with a 
golf ball—but the majority of victims of these 
accidents are not human ones. 

Gerald Thomas of Fresno, while playing 
a par three hole on the Fresno County Club, 
hit his first shot perfectly straight but a little 
too hard. As the ball was sailing over the green 
it collided with a passing sparrow, dropped to 
the putting surface, and was holed out for a 
two by the lucky player. The sparrow was in¬ 
stantly killed. 

V ERY different was the case ot James A. 

Mackenzie of Pebble Beach. While he was 
playing a round at the Monterey Peninsula Coun¬ 
try Club he came to the short 155-yard 14th 
with the wind against him. Mr. Mackenzie se¬ 
lected a spoon for his shot. The ball soared high 
into the breeze, and as it reached the highest 
point of its flight, it slowed almost to a stand¬ 
still. A seagull swooped down, seized the hall 
in its beak, and made off to sea with it. What 
Mr. Mackenzie said on this occasion is not re¬ 
corded. 

Thus we have a case in which a bird assisted 
a player and another one In which the bird and 
the player forever after remained mortal 
enemies; but far stranger yet was the plight of 
Mr. Hal W. Johnston. Mr. Johnston received a 
little under-water aid which was all very mys¬ 
terious. 

He was playing the Westmoreland course in 
Portland, Oregon, with a Mr. W. M. Cowley. 
On this course there is a short par-three hole 
of about 80 yards; it is not so easy, either, be¬ 
cause there’s a lake between the tee and the 
green. 

On the particular day that Mr. Johnston and 
Mr. Cowley were playing, the pin was set over 
close to the water’s edge, requiring a very high, 
accurate shot to stop the ball anywhere near 
the hole. Mr. Johnston chose his niblick, swung 
carefully, and was greatly distressed to see the

shot fall short. As he turned to the caddy to ask 
for another ball, the one he had just hit struck 
the surface of the water, bounced, landed on the 
green and rolled to within six inches of the cup 

It was a trick that would have baffled Hou- 
dini. There was no question of the ball's .skip¬ 
ping on the surface—it dropped almost straight 
down into the water, and by all natural laws, 
should have disappeared into the lake with a
